Asks Prompt Action 


Kennedy said the authority he 
sought was necessary “to permit 
prompt and effective responses. 
as necessary, to challenges which 
may be presented in any part of 
the free world.” He urged Con­ 
gress to act as promptly as it did 
in the last Berlin crisis. 


The request came as concern 
grew over two trouble spots — 
Berlin and Cuba. In Berlin, Rus­ 
sia has so far refused to engage 
in Four-Power talks on violence 
over the Berlin wall. 


And in Cuba, a buildup of So­ 
viet arm s caused Kennedy to is­ 
sue a statement last Tuesday in 
which he warned both countries 
that the United States would not 
tolerate any aggressive acts in 
the Western Hemisphere. 
Not Immediate 
Senate Democratic Leader Mike 
Mansfield, Mont., emphasized ihat 
the President had no intention of 
calling up any reserves immedi­ 
ately. Mansfield, who along with 
Republican leaders was briefed 
on the plan Tuesday, said Kenne- 
edy wanted the standby authority 
to cover Congress* adjournament 
period.
